“I’m especially concerned that young 
people leam from my mistake,” said a 
contrite Russ Peck after his sentencing 
on a drunk driving charge. 

Peck, the mayor of East Jordan, said 
he wants to tell everyone that driving 
drunk is not a safe thing to do and he 
hopes his example will make that mes- 
sage clear. 

On July 5, Peck pleaded guilty in 90th 
District Court in Charlevoix to operat-

ing under the influence of liquor. He 
was sentenced Aug. 9 to 10 days in the 
county jail. Nine days are to be served 
through a community service assign- 
ment and Peck was given credit for one 
day served. 

Peck was fined $550 and will con- 
tinue with a restricted driving license 
for a six-month term of probation. The 
restriction allows him to drive to work 
at East Jordan Plastics, or to fulfill his 


duties as mayor. 

Arrested in the early moming hours 
of May 1, near his home on Prospect 
Street in East Jordan, Peck spent about 
13 hours in the Charlevoix County Jail 
before a $200 cash bond was posted. 

Peck apologized to Judge Harvey C. 
Varnum and the public. The mayor feels 
his sentence is fair and his community 
service assignment is very worthwhile. 
He said he feels bad about endangering 
others and himself by his actions. 

“T know I will never, ever do it again,” 
he emphasized.

12 on a felony weapons charge. A 
few days later, he was charged with 
the murder.

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If I could see 


a rainbow . 


On December 19, 1990, I went blind. 
Unlike the times in my life when I have 
been blinded by love, rage or pain, on 
this fateful day, I went blind in the most 
literal and frightening sense of the word. 

Suricken with a rare illness called 
Guillain-Barre Syndrome, I lay para- 
lyzed in a hospital bed in Harper Hospi- 
tal, in Detroit. A ventilator forced oxy- 
gen into my paralyzed lungs, intrave- 
nous lines and a naso-gastric tube sup- 
plied my body with much — needed 
nourishment. I was kept as calm and 
pain-free as possible with frequent in- 
jections of morphine. 

Guillain-Barre syndrome attacks the 
myelin coating that protects the nerves 
throughout the body. Once this protec- 
tive coating has been stripped away, the 
nerves are left raw, and they can no 
longer support the muscles. Paralysis 
sets in and there are few treatments 
available to boost the healing process. 
Plasmaexchange and steroid treatments 
help somewhat, but myelin grows back 
at the incredibly slow rate of an inch a 
month. Most patients have an 80 to 100 
percent recovery within a year after the 
onset of this mysterious illness. 

During the illness, I began experienc- 
ing problems with my vision. My sight 
was blurred, and I had a sharp pain 
directly behind my eyes. Unable to 
speak, it took over two weeks to “com- 
municate” this problem to my doctor. 
He assured me that blurred vision is not 
out of the norm of symptoms experi- 
enced by patients with G.B.S. 

I was awakened on the morning of 
Dec. 19, by two nurses. They were 
there to give me a sponge bath and to

tum me on my side. How I dreaded this 
procedure. The bath was always too 
brisk, and the constant turing (to pre- 
vent bedsores) was a painful process. 

Next, one of the many intemists as- 
signed to my care entered my cubicle. 
He was there to check the monitors, and 
to test my strength and muscle retum. 
Having completed the tests, he was 
entering notes onto my chart, when 
suddenly the room filled with a bright 
light. For the first time in weeks, Icould 
see out into the hallway; I could see the 
nurses station. Then just as quickly as 
the light appeared, my world went black. 

I blinked my eyes; nothing retumed. 
“I’m blind,” I thought to myself. A 
heaven-sent calmness engulfed me. No 
need to panic, all I had to do was get the 
intem’s attention. Just then, his coat 
brushed by my hand. Thinking this to 
be my only opportunity, I grabbed the 
coat, and with all the strength that I 
could muster, gave it a tug. 

This startled the doctor. “What do 
you need?” he asked. I signaled that I 
wanted to write something. Trepida- 
tion filled his voice, he had obviously 
heard about my many feeble attempts. 

But I stood my ground, firmly nod- 
ding my head. He placed a large tablet 
next to my thigh, and gently put the 
pencil in my hand. Determined not to 
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fail on this crucial message, I painstak- 
ingly wrote. “I CAN’T SEE” 

He read the message aloud. “You 
can’t see?” he asked. I tapped the tablet 
with my finger and nodded my head. 
Yes, ] meant what I had written. 

Soon my cubicle was a flurry of ac- 
tivity. Tests were ordered, and special- 
ists from neighboring Kresge Eye Insti- 
tute were summoned. I calmly endured 
all the pokes and prods, expecting one 
of the doctors to “fix” my eyes. 

The next day, the doctors gathered 
my family at my bedside to give us the 
grim news. Optic neuritis was the diag- 
nosis. The fact that I was at zero light 
perception, which is total blindness, 
meant I had little if any chance of re- 
gaining my eyesight. 

The calmness and serenity that had 
been with me ended. I was frightened, 
angry, and full of resentment. I became 
very uncooperative, and cried for days 
on end. 

By the time two weeks had passed, I 
had regained some light perception. I 
was frightened by this shadowy vision. 
By Jan. 21, when] was flown to Munson 
Medical Center, I had “‘count finger” 
vision. 

I became aware thatI could no longer 
see any color. I was now seeing the 
world in black and white. Having al- 
ways been an artistic and visual person, 
I found this very upsetting. The special- 
ists from Kresge told me that the dam- 
age to my optic nerve was severe, and I 
should be happy with what vision had 
returned. I took little comfort in their 
words. 

I was discharged from Munson on 
Feb. 20. My rehabilitation had been 
extensive, but the results were worth all 
the hard work. I walked out of the 
hospital without any assistance. 

It felt wonderful to be home, yet after 
a few days, boredom set in. I could no 
longer do many of the things I enjoyed; 
I couldn’t read a book, draw, watch

television, or drive a Car. 

My boredom quickly grew to frustra- 
tion and depression; then I became in- 
volved with the Michigan Commission 
for the Blind. 

The first thing that my caseworker 
did was send me for a low vision evalu- 
ation. There I was fitted with micro- 
scopic lenses and powerful binoculars 
that enabled me to read and see at a 
distance. Then in October, 1991, and 
again in February of last year, I went to 
the Commission for the Blind Training 
and Rehabilitation Center in 
Kalamazoo. 

Ilearned white cane techniques, daily 
living skills, grade one Braille, and 
underwent testing for the commission 
to fund my retum to college. I also 
learned just how truly lucky I am, 

Many of the students at the training 
center are totally blind from accidents, 
or are losing their vision to such debili- 
tating diseases as diabetes. They taught 
me what strength, courage, and the will 
to go on are all about. I made friends 
there that I will cherish for the rest of 
my life. 

While I have adjusted well to the way 
I see the world now, I still have a very 
hard time with the color loss. But the 
optimist in me keeps saying, “Pick up 
that chin; at least for a time you could 
see well.” 

I hope that whoever gets the chance 
to read this will take the time to enjoy 
the beauty of our world. They should 
pause for a moment the next time they 
see a tree in full fall splendor. They 
should make a date to go to the beach to 
watch the sunset. 

Like the leaves on a tree in fall, our 
vision is never guaranteed to last a 
lifetime. If I could be given the gift of 
seeing just one more tree, dressed in fall 
hues, or if I could see one more water- 
colored rainbow, I’d know I had the 
“pot of gold” at the rainbow’s end.

CENT of the registered voters in Cen- 
tral Lake Township went to the polls on 
Aug. 2 to select candidates for the No- 
vember general election and to decide 
whether or not I should be recalled from 
the office of Township Supervisor. They 
made their decision and one vote deter- 
mined the outcome of the recall elec- 
tion but that was enough so I am no 
longer your Supervisor.

My 
doctors and many friends urged me to 
resign because of what the stress was 
doing to my health but I couldn’t aban- 
don those who had elected me to serve 
them for four years. 

Now there is a feeling of relief be- 
cause I can vacate the office with aclear 
conscience knowing that voters were 
aware of my position on planning for 
the future to preserve the integrity of 
this wonderland when they chose me as 
their supervisor so I was only doing 
what they elected me to do and half of 
those who voted in the Aug. 2 election 
still feel the same way. 

They will be choosing a successor in 
the November 1994 election and hope- 
fully candidates for that office will re- 
alize that serving as Township Supervi- 
sor requires more than just being bom 
in Central Lake Township. It is a full- 
time responsibility to provide leader- 
ship that represents the best interests of 
nearly 2,000 residents of Central Lake 
Township plus those others who are not 
residents but own property, pay taxes 
and spend atleast a portion of their lives 
in our township.

ELLSWORTH — School superintendent Rick 
Diebold is moving up in his career as a school admin- 
istrator, but he’s not going anywhere. 

Diebold will leave the post he’s held for four years 
at Ellsworth schools Sept. 1 to take an administrative 
position with the Char-Em Intermediate School Dis- 
trict. One of the attractive things about the new job, 
Diebold said, is he and his family can stay right where 
they are. 

“We're going to continue to live here in Ellsworth, 
and have our kids attend school here — that was 
important to us,” he said. 

In addition to the administrative duties in his new 
position, Diebold will be greatly involved in technol- 
ogy for the ISD.

The summer months have been really good for the 
fishing in our area of Michigan. Walleye has been 
fairly easy to catch, if you have been out at the right 
time of day. This has been true of several lakes and 
believe it or not, during the day time. 

For lakes Bellaire, Charlevoix, Intermediate and 
Leelanau, the day time bite has been very good. The 
best methods have been either crawler hamess, cast- 
ing, or trolling hard baits such as Shad Raps or Fat 
Raps over the weedlines. I have had reports of limit 
catches coming on all of these lakes by these methods. 

With the cooler than normal temps over the past 
week or so, the walleye has actually increased in 
action. The best depths have been in the 8 to 12-foot 
range, with some action as shallow as 5 feet and as 
deep as 16 feet. 

Smallmouth bass action is great if you want to get 
out and do some night fishing. I personally put several 
nice-sized fish in the three plus pound range in the 
boat last week casting Storm’s new Chug Bug on the 
surface over 10 feet of water. My fishing partner and 
Thad quite a thrill as those brown backs smashed the 
bait as hard as they could. 

On the big waters of Lake Michigan, the action has 
been excellent. The best method has been trolling P-

The brown trout action has been rather slow, both 
on Lake Charlevoix and on Elk Lake. The brown trout 
on the bay has been a bit better than on the other lakes. 

Steelhead action has been increasing for those who 
are venturing out to find them. Some anglers are 
reporting that they are traveling out to the Fox Islands 
to find good steelie action while others report getting 
them high lining while fishing for lakers. 

Salmon action doesn’t look good forany of our area 
for this season. Charter skippers are reporting a few 
jack-sized fish. There are few reports of mature fish. 

Fall licenses should be out to area dealers some- 
where around Aug. 15. Remember too that this is the 
time to start getting eyes and muscles ready for the 
coming bow season by starting to sling a few arrows 
daily.
